leaving  a  discriminating  prolic  to  judge  of  the 
treefcy  itt  fruitn.  Bflic’ m.- tliat  there  exists 
an  absolute  ncccsaitj  to.  such  an  oik  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  lime— a  woik.  *..hicb,  while  it  shall  coolly, 
fearlessly,  dispi'*  lonately  and  perseveringlj ,  ex- 
;k.:?  “tl..-  ungodliiicss  and  imrigliteniisiicss  of 
men” — will  aNo  vindicate  the  wars  of  God  to 
man — his  tinboiir.dc.1  goodnes,— his  mercy  and 
his  truth  — we  arc  iiului  ed  to  slake  our  all  and 
risk  the  consequences. 

To  make  ttie  work  worthy  of  the  patronage  of 
the  pnblic.  and  as  a  means  of  eliciting  talent,  a 
premium  of  kiftv  cents  a  pagf  will  be  given 
for  all  original  matter  inserted.  If  this  sum  is 
found  to  be  insuflicipiit  it  shall  be  doubled,  and 
even  trebled,  or  quadrupled. 

If  there  bo  any  sentiment  tvhicb  we  arc  dis- 
posc.l  to  hold  witli  the  most  tenacious  grasp,  it  is 
this —“that  every  individual,  and  every  society, 
possess  an  unalienable  right,  to  w  orship  God  ac- 
cording  to  the  dictate*  of  their  own  consieiices

reHgion,  by  penalties,  restrictions,  or  otherwise, 
is  irrational,  iini’olitic,  and  anti  scriptural” — 
therefore,  all  publications  which  savour  of  the 
exclusive  spirit  of  ortliodoxy — all  those  which 
encroach  upon  the  liheity  of  conscience — all 
which  are  hostile  to  nur  privileges  as  the  Lord’s 
freemen — which  di.scourage  free  inquiry  and 
frown  down  investigation— all  such  publications 
come  from  whence  they  may — will  rccieve  the 
castigation  they  .so  richly  merit.  While  none 
will  more  zealously  advocate  religious,  political 
and  intellectual  freedom,  all  personality  will  be 
carefully  avoided :  and  while  we  shall  fearless¬ 
ly  attack  error,  pious  fraud,  and  corruption — 
wihile  we  shall  unmask  and  expose  craft,  hypoc¬ 
risy,  and  spiritual  wickedness — we  shall  en¬ 
deavour  to  exercise  (hat  charity,  towards  those 
who  conscientiously  differ  from  us  in  opinion, 
w'hich  we  claim  for  ourselves. 

That  there  exists  among  the  leaders  of  the 
^^sef-styfed  orthodox''  the  determination  to  doom 
to  utter  extinction  the  light  which  guides  the 
children  of  the  Reformation,  and  that  liberty 
of  mind  which  is  their  glory — that  power  only 
IS  wanting  to  reduce  them  to  a  worse  than  papal 
bondage — is  too  apparent  to  require  proof.  It 
IS  quite  impossible  that  the  signSof  the  times  can 
be  misconstrued.  All  sermons,  therefore,  pam. 
phlets,  magazines.  Sic.  which  shall  advocate  this 
anti-chris,tian,  anti-American  policy, — which  ad- 
vix'ate  the  uni#a  of  church  and  sUtc — will  be 


handled  without  gloves.  No  pains  shall  be  spar¬ 
ed,  while  we  liave  strength  to  wield  a  pen,  to 
unmask  and  to  expose  the  unhallowed  designs  of 
an  aspiring  priesthood,  in  all  their  naked  de¬ 
formity. 

The  hatred  and  wrath  of  God,  has  long  been 
preached  in  the  world,  to  the  great  dishonour  ut 
His  holy  name,  and  the  great  grief  of  his  chil. 
dren.  Beluving,  as  we  do  most  devoutly,  that 
‘Mhedogm.i  of  an  endless  hell,  with  its  concomi¬ 
tant*,  is  I'EKMcious  in  the  most  extensive  and 
unqualified  sense  of  the  word ;  that  it  is  neither 
good  to  live  by,  nor  to  die  by;  that  it  tends  to 
blunt  the  tender  sensibilities  of  nur  nature — re¬ 
moves  far  away  the  evil  day — that  so  far  from 
restraining  the  untutored  passions  of  mankind, 
it  leads  to  sin  and  misery  the  children  of  men, 
by  promising  them  an  escape  on  easy  conditioas, 
from  Ibe  consequence*  of  transgression;  that  it 
strengthens  tl»e  hands  of  the  wicked,  by  pro¬ 
mising  them  more  peace  and  Pi.r-AsuRr,  in  sin. 
than  is  to  be  found  in  the  paths  of  virtue— m  a 
word,  believing  (bat  the  whole  sebeme  of  end¬ 
less  torture,  cruelty  and  revenge,  is  in  direct  op¬ 
position  to  enlightened  reason — at  variance  wilh 
all  the  natural  and  moral  perfections  of  Gcxl — 
abhorrent  to  the  host  feeling  and  principles  of 
humanity — and  condemned  by  the  scriptures  of 
divine  ti  tilli” — wc  shall  scrutinize  the  arguments 
of  (hose  who  maintain  the  doctrine  of  never 
ending  sin  and  misery,  freely  and  fearlessly — 
but  at  the  same  time  with  candour  and  impar- 
tialiti .
